London, Oot, 30.— Tho Marquis of Salis- 
bury made a speech at Waterford to-day to 
an audienco whioh included Earl Cowpor, 
Eirl Brownlovv, tho Eirl of Clarendon, the 
Earl of Essex-, the Earl of Dudley, Baron 
Rothschild, Lord Hyda and a number of 
Conservative mombera of Parliament. Dur- 
ing tho course cf his remarks tho Prime 
Minlator roferrod to tho agricultural ques- 
tion, and said : •» Since the ropoal of tho 
oorn laws we have had the atrongoat oauao 
to lament that though tho protootioniats re- 
sisted, their warnings had not been listonod 
to moro carefully. The ropoalera laughed 
at tho idoa of its injuring husbandry, bub a 
lowering of prlco3 resulted and free trado 
haa almoab killed agriculture in sovoral 
countries." 

The Marquis did not blame thoeo who had 
passed tho free trado IawB, bub they should 
have thought more of the burdon under 
whioh the land labored, and should have 
lightened tlia weight of those burdens, when 
it could havo been done with eaBO. Lord 
Salisbury then reverted to the foreign polloy 
of Groat Britain, and in this cinnecion de- 
clared that he had oarried out the work of 
bio predecessors, for the sake of maintaining 
the very important obj?ct of a unity of 
English policy in the face of foreign nations. 

The speaker protoated against Mr. CUd- 
atone'B interferenoe In the Armenian affair 
in a passage of his speech in which he said 
that he regretted that any man, however 
earnest he might: be, thonght it worth whilo 
to add to the difficulties with whiah tbo 
nations of Europo had to contend in dealing 
with countries in whioh bitter differences of 
race and oreed wore traditional, Revortlng 
to intornal affairs, Lord Salisbury said that 
tho great question in domostio affaire 
was social amelioration, and nob 
the pulling of the legislative maohine 
to pieces. Ho then dealt again ab great 
length with tho depression of husbandry. 
The last y6»rs, ho raid, had been years of 
threatening and increasing ruin, largely duo 
to oconomies and calamitous seasons. It 
waB evident that) a ohango muab take place 
in the cultivation of tho oountry. The flrat 
conaideratlon was a relief from taxation, and 
tho government ought to try aad assist the 
farmers in the matter of transportation and 
facitities of ccmonunioatlon. 



VENEZUELA AND BRITAIN. 

Governor Lees Has No Idea That There 
Will Bu auy BeaiBiancB to the Eng* 
Ubu Demands. 

London, Oob. 30.— Sir Charles Cameron 
LeoB, K. C. M. G-,, Governor of Britiah 
Guiana, arrived ab Plymouth ab midnight, 
having been re-oalled to England to oonfer 
with Colonial Seorotary Chaniborlaln on the 
Venezuelan boundary question. Sir Charles 
being interviewed by a representative of the 
Aasooiated Press said : 

" I regard tho frontier cntrage as a purely 
individual act, as the Britiah subjects, 
Barnea and Baker, who were arrested by 
the Venezuelan o dicers, whon brought be- 
fore tho higher repreaentatives of the Ven- 
ezuelan government wore asked by them to 
return to British territory ; bub they de- 
clined, on the ground that there was no 
means of transib back." 

Being asked if he thought that anything 
sorious would occur in the - event of a crisis, 
Sir Charles replied : '* I think nob, aa there 
1° only a small police atatiou on tho Vene- 
zuelan frontier. The Venezuelans tried 
their utmost to persuade BarneB and Baker 
to return to Britiah torritory after 
they had bean arreabed." He con- 
tinued : "No concessions have been 
made to American capitalists wUhin 
the Britiah sphere of influenoa and therefore 
no difficulty is likely to arlso. I have no 
idoa that there will be any serious rosiBtanco 
to the Britiah domanda growing ont of the 
Uruan incident, aa the Venezuelan govern- 
ment oeoma dealroua of doing everything 
poaaiblo to ropalr any injury dona to British 
subjects." 

SEALING MATTERS. 

Captain Hooper Will AsBlet In Preparation of 
Ncrt Year's Regulations-Canadian 
Ministers ut Washington. 

Washington, Oab. 30.— Captain Hooper, 
who has been In command of tho revenue 
cutter lloob in Bshrlng sea, has boon orderod 
to Washington at the orplratlon of his thirty 
daya' leave of absence, Captain Hooper will 
confer with Assistant Secretary Hamlin and 
probably assist In tLo preparation of aoaling 
regulations for next year. 

Seorotary Olney was In conference for 
moro than on hour this morning with Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, and Sir Mackenzie Bowoll 
and Sir Charles Tuppor, respouting tho ar- 
rangement of some means of adjusting and 
settling the Behring Boa claims. After dis- 
ouaaion the parties diapersed wibhoub fixing 
any day for another meeting. Tho state- 
ment of the results of tho discussion leaves 
but little doubt that it relabod, nob direotly 
to u settlement oi the claim jiiBb now, bub 
to tho formation of a commission to examine 
carefully all of tho claims and rooommond 
some moans of settlement.

LYNCHING IN TEXAS. 

A Brutal Negrn Murderer Takon From Prison 
aud Burned by a Mob . 

Tyler, Tex,, Oct. 30.— Tbo negro, who so 
brutally murdered Mtb, Lsonard Boll, was 
captured yesterday aboub 4 o'clook, three 
miles from Kilgoro. Soon after the officors 
had him haudouffed a mob, heavily armed, 
arrived on tho aceno and demanded tho im- 
mediate surrender of the prisoner, whioh 
waB reluotantly given. The mob started for 
the soone of tbo murder,' whore thoy arrived 
this aftoruoon ab 3 o'clock. Mrs. Leonard 
Bell, the eighteen year old wifo of a farmer, 
was murdered, outraged. and disemboweled 
noar Tylor, Tex,, on Monday night. Her 
body waa found almoab nude, the throat out 
from ear to oar, 

After his confession and identification a 
vote was taken as to the mode of puniah- 
ment. It waa unanimously agreed to burn 
him alive, and that ho should 
suffer the penalty in the public 
equare, whero no loss than 7,000 people 
aa8embled among them many woraen and 
ohildron. A acaffold was erected In the oen- 
tre of the square. Tho negro having been 
given an opportunity to speak waa laahed to 
the iron rail thab extended through the plat- 
form and the pyre lighted, The flames shot 
upward, enveloping tho negro in aheota of 
fire. From the time the matoh waa applied 
until ho waa Incinerated was exaotiy fifteen 
mlautea.

Chili haa givos nobioe of the abrogation of 
the treaty cf friendship, commerce and navi- 
gation signed between Great Britain and 
Chill on October i, 1854.

Vancodver, Oob. 30.— A strong property 
owners' association h»B been formed with 
Henry BelHrvIng president, with a view to 
aoouro better aldermanlo representation and 
to secure property owners agalnsb the men- 
ace of continually increasing taxes duo, as la 
claimed, to municipal Incompetence. Many 
of tho leading men of the olty are on tho ox 
eoutlve board. 

The Lulu island gold bubble muab burst 
in a few days. As before statod by the

Word arrived to-day that a gold nuggot 
valued ab over S200 was brought to Kam- 
loops to- day. It was picked up by Pro- 
speotor Benson on Granite croek, Simllka- 
meen district.

THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 

A Correspondent of the '' TimeB Says It Can. 
not Be Built by Private Enterprise awl 
Should Bo Neutralized. 

London, Ocb. 30.— The Times has a three- 
column article on tho proposed Bhip canal to 
join the Atlantic and Puoifio oceans through 
the Republio of Kioaragua. The article is 
written by A. K. Colquhoun, a correspondent 
apoolally sent by the Times to Nicaragua 
about the time the U.S. government commis- 
sion went to thab country in order to report 
upon the feasibility of the plans of the Marl 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua and the 
Nioaraguan Construction Company. In Nl 
caragna Colquhoun met the U.S. commis 
sion and is understood to have thoroughly 
studied the plana for tho inter-ocoanio water- 
way. He arrived at tho concluaion that the 
project cannot bo carried through aa a pri 
vate enterprise, bub that ib muab be under 
the anaplcee of "some strong government, 
■which without doubt must be the United 
States." 

The Times correspondent ia convinced, 
however, that the cost of outtlng tho sug- 
gested waterway will bo nearer §150,000,000 
than $100,000,000. Continuing, Mr. Colqn 
houn says : " Ab regards the political as 
peot, confidential communications are Bald 
co have passed between the British and 
United States governments and no objec 
tlons have been raised. In any caao ib 
would Beam that, under the Clayton-Bui- 
■wer treaty of 1850, any connection between 
the Atlantic and Pacific by a ship canal 
through Nicaragua will have to be' neu- 
tralized in the same way as the Suez canal 
In 1888, The object of the bill recently 
passed by the Unltod States senate 
practically dear. It Is to acquire control of 
the canal. This is a matter whioh con- 
cerns not only the United States, bub the 
world ab large, more especially Great 
Britain. Bub for the obataclea hindering' 
the United States government Itself in un- 
dertaking the construction, it would have 
beeii ooniplctsd long ago. The work is bo 
great, the benefits aro ao transcendent, and 
the interests involved are bo vast and com- 
plex, that it should be removed from tho 
ohanooa of private enterprise, affected as it 
would bo by stringency or fluctuations of 
money and in the attitude of tho govern- 
ments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica." 

Mr. Colquhoun also inspected the route of 
the proposed oaual through the Isthmus of 
Panama, and he states that, evon if it is 
feaaiblo, not more than one-third of the work 
haa boon exeontod, and that ib would coat 
largely over 8200,000,000 to completo it. Ho 
regards the Chagres river and the Culobra 
cut portions of the Panama oanal plana as 
being insurmountable obstadoa to tho com 
plobion of the undertaking.

HORRIBLE CRIME 

Perpetrated by the Indians of the Okanagan 
(Washington) Keserve. 

Spokane, Wash,, Oob. 30.— Chiof Deputy 
U. S. Marshal Vinson haa returned hero 
from bho Okanagan roaervatlon, bringing 
newB of a moab horrible crimo, porpofcrufced 
by two Indians, named Chuokwaski and 
Polokolpotsy. Thoy stole little Mary, tho 
twelve-year-old daughter of James Poll, 
Keeping her oub in the mountains, they ro- 
poabodly assaulted her, and then tied her 
upon a cayuon and turned her adrift in tho 
wild country to the north. For nearly two 
days the caynoo wandorod aimlessly about 
the wilderness with the senseless girl firmly 
strapped to its back. Thus uho was found 
on Monday by a party of soarohers. The 
child was restored to consolousnoes with 
great difficulty, when she rolatod hor ter- 
rible sufferings.

The Expedition Said to Have Started From 
■ Canada— Prominent Insurgents— 
Munitions of War. 

Kingston, Jamaica, Oob. 30. — There now 
seems bub little doubt that the two boats 
containing thirty-four Cubans, and two 
other boats having on board thirty-two 
oaBesof arms and ammunition which were 
picked up off New i r ork by the steamship 
Laurada as reported hero yesterday, com- 
posed an expedition headed by Carloa 
Manuel Cospedes, which in said to have left 
Canada for Cubi about Ootober 20. The 
Cubans, ib is supposed, made their way 
down the ooaat or through New York Sbate 
and embarked in the boata whioh were 
picked up by tho Laurada. The latter la a 
British steamer owned by J, B Korr & Co., 
of New York. When the L»urada 
neared the coasb of Cuba the men 
ploked up by that vessel asked to be allowed 
to land, and subsequently did bo near Uuan 
tanamo, on Sunday, Ootober 27. Among 
the Cubans landod in addition to Cespodes, 
ib is said, were Captain Jose Lopez, Lieut 
Carlos A. Guerre di Serfina, Martinez 
Kamlo Cespedea and numbers of others. 
One version of the affair is that over 100 
men composed tho expodltion whioh landed 
near Guanbanamo. The oases of arms woro, 
ib is believed, Winchesters, rifles and ma- 
ohettoB. Ib is roportod that tho Cubans had 
500,000 rounds uf Ammunition with thorn in 
addition to dynamite cartridges and medi- 
cine CospodeB, tho loader of the expedition, 
ia a son of tho first president of the Cuban 
provisional Ropublloan government, and 
woll known in New York, whore ho was edu 
cated. Ho holds tho rank of general in the 
Cuban army. 

CORBETT AND FITZ9IMMONS. 

Further Warrants Out For tho Arrest of the 
Puclllsts-Expected Conflict of 
Authority. 

Hot Springs, Oob. 30.— Sheriff Booker of 
Pulaaka county arrived last nlghb wlbh a 
warrant to urrest Brady and Corbetb. Sher- 
iff Booker simply delivered the warrants to 
Deputy Sheriff Tate In tho absence of tho 
sheriff, and requeated that he aervo the 
papera. Deputy Tute rofused upon tho 
ground that the men were now in the cust- 
ody of bhe authorities of this county and he 
could not get a sorvioo upon them until they 
were released. Then he would servo tho 
warrants. Whon reminded that Corbetb 
was already under arrest ab Hob Springs, he 
said, tho Garland county warrant took pre- 
cedence over those from any other county, 
bub the ease would bo brought into tho 
court and tho Hot Springs people be forced 
to show their hands, The main intoresb 
centres, howover, in tho movement to gob 
FitzjlmmonB here. He left San Antonio 
last night ab 8 o'clock, and unless inter- 
cepted and detained will arrive her*, this 
evening. There is some uneasiness here, 
however, for fear the Governor may yeb 
capture him. There ia liable to be a olaah 
of authority whon tho eheriff of Miller 
county attempts to take Fitzsimmona on the 
warrant in hla possession In the evonb of his 
boing taken Into custody by Sheriff Houpb 
of this county. Houpt went to the marshal 
of Texas laeb night, and will intercept Fitz- 
aimmona to-day and bring him to this city, 
Tho fight, if there is ono, will nob take place 
on ^November 1, as provlously announced, 
bub some day next week, to be agreed upon 
and named aftor the arrival of Fitzjimmons 
and Julian, A large oircua tent has boon 
eeoured for the occaBion, which may be put 
up in bwo hourB. It will accommodate 15,- 
000 people.

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Holmes, the Man Accused of Mauy 
Murders, oil Trial for His 
Life. 



Unusual Interest in the Proceeding 
—Mrs. Pitzel Appears in 
the Box. 

Philadelphia, Oct. :!0.— The announce- 
monb that the taking of ovldence in tho caao 
of HcImeB, accused of tho murder of tho 
Pitzola and other, would bo begun yesterday 
drew largo crowda. The day's proceedings 
were begun by District Attornoy Graham, 
who said : " I dosire to say to tho court 
that tho lady known as Miss Yorke and 
Mrs. Howard was sent for, Baw tho prisoner, 
and had ample opportunity for an interview 
with him." When Mr. Graham hud con- 
cluded Holmes said thac he had only a threO' 
minute intorviow with tho woman, and 
asked that it be renewed during tho noon 
roaess. His request) was granted. 

Tho district attornoy remarkod that) there 
was a likelihood of the trial outrivaling the 
Durranb oaso in point of time, but chat if 
night sessions were hold regularly it might 
be concluded within a month or los9. Holmes 
asked the oourt to hold but two sessions a 
day. Ho Bald that hia health waa such that 
ho felt unable to oontinuo his tedious exam 
inationa of tho witnessos, andbeaidos ho waB 
subjected to aiok hoadaohea. Judge Arnold 
insisted, however, on holding one extra ses- 
sion at least at which after righting ninol 
handed against the tremendous machinery 
of the commonwealth and tho apparently 
overwhelming ovidonce which has been 
forged around him, tho prisoner threw up 
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dcor. One of them was " DeBaa " Pitzel 
and am the: her mother. Thero was a buzz 
in tho court ro^m when Districb Attorney 
Graham called lira. Pitzel: A toll, slender 
woman, dressed in shabby black, hor faco 
palo and worn, took the witness Btand. In 
answer to a long aeries of questions from 
Mr. Graham, she said : " My namo is Currio 
A. Pltzol and Benjamin P. Pitzal is my 
husband. In July, 1S94, wo livod in St. 
Louis. My husband bad taken a policy In 
bio Fidelity Company for $10,000. On 
July 29 he lefo for Philadelphia 



his hands and senb for hia lawyers Shoo- 
makor and Rotan. Then ho told the oourt 
what he had done, and consent to their con- 
tinuing with the defence waa given. 

There was an impreBsion that this 
was bub another by play following 
HolmoB* poreonal failure to catch the 
sympathy of the oourt and jury by 
making himself oub a much-wronged man, 
foroed to fight alone whab would be his last 
battle, deepito hia ignorance of the techni- 
calities of the law and his alleged physical 
infirmity. All day, as he sab in the dock, 
tho eyes of the man he 1b charged with mur- 
dering gazod at him from a large crayon por- 
trait placed upright on the district attor- 
ney's desk, in fall view of the entire oourt. 
Next to this was an equally large-aizad pic- 
ture of the daughter Alice, whoae death la 
also laid on hia shoulders, bub he did not 
seem to bo affeoted. Hia stolid demeanor 
never deserted him for an Instant. 

At the evening session Holmes addreasod 
tho court, saying : " In consequenoe of the 
sovero physical strain to whioh I have been 
subjected, and also becauso of the criticism 
levelled against my former counsel, Messrs. 
Shoemaker and Rotan, I have within the 
last hour sent for them and asked them to 
take charge of my defence. I Bhould like to 
ask If the court will permit this?" "Let 
them come in," aald the judge. A moment- 
later the two counsellors entered tho oourb 
room, and were about to enter upon a 
lengthy explanation, when Judge Arnold 
curtly interrupted : " No apology la neooa- 
8ary, go on with the caBe." The dook, with 
its occupant, was then moved baok to its 
jormer place, and HolmeB' counael took aeats 
at the desk. 

Tho testimony of the first day was to a 
certain extenb professional, while other per- 
sons testified as to Holmes having engaged 
rooms in Philadelphia and occupied them 
with hl B wife and Alice Pitzel. Sharp at 10 
o'olook to-day tho case waa reBumed. Coun- 
sel Shoemaker and Roiaa held whispered 
consultations with Holmea before the taking 
of testimony began. Susan Hurley Bald thab 
Pit zol boarded at her house for a week in 
August, 1894. Mrs. Alico Pierce identified 
Puzal'a ploturo. bha had known him through 
bis buying oigara ab her Btore. On oroaa- 
oxaminatlon, she said PitKil was of a. genial 
disposition. 

(J. Laforeab Perry, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Fidelity Mutual Insurance Asso- 
ciation, was then called. This is tho com- 
pany swindled oub of §10,000, for which 
Pitzsl'a llfo waa insured. Mr. Perry ia the 
man who began bhe invastlgation Into tho 
gigantic conspiracy. Ho firBb identified the 
policy isBued in which they carry Pltzal. 
The widow Is the beneficiary, and the polioy 
is datod November 9ih, 1893 Next ho 
identified tho receipt for $9,715 85, tho 
amount of the policy, less expenses paid to 
and rocelpted for by Jephtha D Hower, tho 
St, Louis attornoy who represented Mrs. 
Piotzel. This is dated September 24, 1S9L 
Perry waa present when Hower received the 
money. 

The reat of the morning waa taken up with 
tho Btory of tho tracking of Holmea through 
the United States and Canada, and his sub 
sequent arroBt in Boston. 

Aftor recess an easel waB brought out and 
placed upon ib were two orayons of Holmea 
as ho appeared when arreBted, one a full 
face picLure and the otbor in piofilo, Be- 
tween thorn waa tho crayon of Pitzel, which 
has already been exhibited. Then tho big 
photograph of tho Callow hill house, show- 
ing fronb and rear views, was also produood. 
The oourt oonvoned promptly at 2:30 o'clock 
when Franols Quinn, an employe ol tho 
Fidelity Company, identified Holmea' signa- 
ture to the Btatcmont by (Juinn as a notary 
public. Ho said : " When in jail In St. 
Louis Holmos had mot Hodapoth, who aaid 
they could get o«t of jail for §400 ; Holmea 
to get 8200 and bho other parties §100 
Holmea told him of a achomo to defraud an 
inauranoo company, bub that ho needed a 
lawyer. Hodapoth directed him to 
Howo and after several viBita to 
him Howe oonfirmed Hodspoth'a state- 
ment about the money needed. They 
diaeuBBod tho aohomo and Howe asked 
where they would get a corpse. Holmes re- 
plied that that would bo all right as ho had 
.plenty of experience in that lino. Tho de- 
tails were oarried oub and Holmes made 
arrangements in New York on August 9 *o 
pet a body, but the one obtained lacked tho 
wart and .other marks psoullar to Pitzai. 
Holmes meanwhile oame to Pnlladolphla and 
saw Pitzel. While thero ho gob word from 
New York thab a body was ready ; when no 
w« it there he gob ib and brought ib ba, :k 
haro to Pitzel, Holmea and hia wife then 
lefb town. He wont to St. Loots, 
whore ho found Pirzsl'a wife and 
childron mnoh excltod. Holmes had 
sovoral interviews with MolJonald and 
Howo, and tho lattor wanted to abandon tho 
inauranoo sohomo. Holmea at id ho would 
take his ohanocs, beoauaa tho stake waa big 
enough. Howe demanded $3,000 of tho 
monoy if U went through, and Holmes da 
clarod that lb waa outrageous, as he had 
taken all the ohances and done all tho 
'dirty work.' Whon Howo threatened ex- 
posure, Holmea smilod, and told him ho waa 
afraid, as ho had every incriminating word 
Howe had utberod. 'Ihavo had a phono- 
graph in bho bureau drawer,' ho exclaimed, 
coolly. Money was finally obtained, and 
He are kopb 82,500 of it, Mrs. Pltzjl bolng 
given the balance." 

During the reading of tho statement throe 
women wore naherod into oourt by a side 



i t connection with the matter, 
knew tho prlooner. Before July, 
189-i, I had seen him several times 
with my husband while he waa in Philadel- 
phia. The letters wore addrosaod to 1316 
Callow Hill street. He answered thorn, 
and In one spoko of Bottling in Philadelphia, 
Ho said ho waa in tho patent business in 
this city. I know ho waa living under tho 
name of Perry." 

"Bid you know anything about tho pro- 
perty of Holmea— tho 63rd street castle ? " 
A — " By my husband telling me about ib." 

" Did he have any Interest In that?" A. 
" My husband said ho did." 

" Did you know that your husband had 
boon in Fort Worth before ho oame to Fhil 
adolphia ?" 

Mrs. Pitzel replied : " Holmes said to me 
that he had put 55,000 in a Fort Worth 
property to pay off a noto due September 
18, 1894. My husband aaid he had a half 
interest in the Forb Worth property. Ib 
waa in tho name of Banton T. Lyman, 
Holmes told mo thi» Lyman was my hus, 
band, The Chicago property, he said, was 
in the name of Perrys on account of bhe 
Terre Haute trouble. 

" Did you havo any talk with Holmes 
about the Insurance c iso before it was 
oarried oub?" A. " Once he spoke about it 
when he oame baok from the South, and 
asked me if Ben had told mo about it. I 
aaid ' yes,' and I did nob want anything to 
do with it. He aald Ben would be home 
from the South soon and thab ho waB sick 
down thero. I knew Howe through Holmes. 
By his advice I employed Howe and gave 
htm the power of attorney to collect the 
money. 1 In a paper that a man named 
Perry had been killed by an exploeion, but 
Holmea told mo my husband waa all right.' 

" In whoae oare did Alice leave St 
Loula ? " A. "In Howe'a, Bhe w,'nb ab 
Holmea' suggestion to Pbiladolphi i to 
identify tho body, bocause I was sic*. I 
skod Howo to take care of Alioo, and 
Holmes aaid he would. Minnie Williams, 
Holmes' cousin, ho Baid, would take oare of 
hor. I nexb saw HolmeB September 27, 
when he oame to our house and said he had 
brought Alice baok to Cinoinnati. He said 
he would take Howard and Nellie to Alice 
*6o sho would not bo alone, and had made 
arrangements for Alice to meet them in 
Indianapolla and sob my husband." 

Did you see your husband?" A,— "No; 
he then sent mo to vlaib my parents ab 
Galva, Ills." 

In answer to further questions Mrs. Pit- 
zjI went on : " When 1 wenb to Detroit 
w tb Dessa and tho baby he mot us and took 
ua to Geeae'a European hotel. I Bald I ex- 
pected to hear from the children, and he 
said they would wrlto in a fow daya. Holmea 
registered for mo aa Mrs. Adama. We 
remained in Detroit until October 18." 

Did ho explain why your bufband was 
not there ?" A. " He said ho had looked all 
over the town and could nob find a vacant 
house whore ib would be convenient for me 
to see Ben. On the morning of tho 18th, he 
said we had bettor go to Toronto. He 
thought Deasa should join the other chil- 
dren in Indianapolis where they wore in 
charge of a {widow, ho said. According to 
hia atory, he had boughb some properby 
there for his wife's mother, hub aa Bhe waa 
not ready to movo Into it, I could live there 
free of rent. I asked him tho namo of the 
widow my childron wore with and ho said : 
' It's a peenliar namo, I oancob think of it 
nowr.' We went to Toronto, whoro ho alao 
regiatered mo aa Mrs. Adams. My 
husband, bo Bald, was in Mon- 
treal waiting for word to come and 
on that day ho brought me a letter from 
Nellie. It waB in cipher, and hn road lb to 
mo thus : 'Dear mamma, — Wo aro well 
and going to sohool, but Howard won't 
mind Alico. Ho will got dirty. Wo have 
plenty to oat, and tho woman is real good 
to ua.' Wo wore in Toronto from October 
18 to 25 Holmea did nob stop at tho same 
bouRe with ua. I don't know whero his 
different stopping plucos were. On the 
afternoon of the 25th, he oamo to the hotel 
and said ho wanted me .to hurry up and go 
to Preacott, Canada, and thero oroes ovor to 
Ogdensbarg. We went to Prosoott and 
stayed at the National hotel until Mov. 1, 
" From thero wo wont to Burlington, Ver- 
mont, HolmoB had horo routed a furnished 
houao on Mlnooka avenue. Ho told mo 
that I had worn out tho namo of Adams and 
to go by tho namo of Cook. Tho Buuoud 
week wo were at Burlington I said I was 
not going to Btand it any longer, I wanted 
to seo Ben, and I told Holmea I beliovod he 
waB lying to me. Ha denied this. I aald : 
' I do not hear my children, and you Baid I 
would get the r,. u c from tho Forb Worth 
property and 1 navoj not a scratch to show.' 
I aaid I would go to tho ohildron In Indian- 
apolla, but ho said ' No, not until you havo 
soon Bon. 1 

" He said ho waa going to take Bon to 
the U. 3. to put him to sign the papers about 
the Fort Worth property and soil Ii" 
For two or throo days I did not e^e him, and 
then he oamo and told mo he had taken the 
children to Toronto. He said he had put 
heavy coats on tho ohildren ao that they 
would not catoh oold and that they were 
perfectly happy. I never saw him on Sun- 
days, he never oamo around. Ho said ho 
would havo to go to Montreal, aa Ben had 
been drinking and was nob taking oaro of 
tho diamond dyes ho had boon sending him. 
Ho told mo to go Into tho cellar and under 
tho potato bin I would find a bottlo of 
dynamite whioh I would carry to tho attio. 
I did not oarry ib up stairs 
though. Holmes was it ere known aa 
Judion. Ho told mo Bon had boon drinking 
and waa alok, and aiked me whab I would 
do If he should die. Ho said : * I havo one 
grave marked for him.' All my letters were 
given to Holmea to mail. Ho aald ho sent 
them to Chicago, whoro Pat Quinlan, the 
janitor of the 1 oasble,' took oaro to geb 
them to my husband." 

A number of letters written by tho wit. 
noas and given to Holmos to mail wore iden- 
tified by hor. None had been mailed. Sho 
was shown two others, written by Alice and 
Nellie. That from Alioo was marked by 
childish aileotion for hor absonb mother

THE TRADE QUESTION. 

ThoBe who understand the true inward 
Hess of the Liberal party have known that 
there are many members of that party in 
all the provinces of the Dominion who are 
by conviction protectionists. These men 
have for party purposes permitted Mr, 
Laurier and others to speak favorably of 
free trade. If the free trade cry oould 
gain votes for tho Liberals they were willing 
that it should be used. But it was to re 
main a cry. Free trade must never be 
permitted to become the poiloy of a Llboral 
Administration. The very cautious utter 
ancoa of the Liberal leader or 
the subjeob of froo trade aro to 
be attributed partly to his own leaning 
towards protection, bub ohlefly to deforepce 
to the oonviotions and the wishes of this 
very influential section of the Liberal party 

It appears that the Liberal protectionists 
were not satisfied with the unoertain tone of 
their Leader on the trade question. They 
wanted some positive assurance from him 
that he would not as regards the protection 
of native industry very materially after the 
present state of things. That assurance 
■waB given them in North Waterloo a few 
days ago. The attendance at tho meeting 
at Elmira was small. Thia may be 
accounted for by the faot that the 
majority of the electors in the 
riding are Germans and strong pro- 
tectionists. A German constituency was 
nob likely to give a very enthueiaBtio reoep 
tion to a French political leader, and Liboral 
protectionists may have felb that Mr. Lau 
rier was holding himself froe to pursue the 
oourse whioh he might find most expedient 
on tho tariff question, and were nob inclined 
to pub themsolvea to any great Inconvoni- 
onoe to attend hia meeting. At any rate, 
Mr. Snider, the Liberal oandidabe for the 
riding, expressed himself on the trade quos 
tion in suoh a way as to draw from Mr. 
Laurier something like a definite expression 
of intention. Mr. Snider, in the oourse of 
hia remarks, said : 

I believe some of our industries In thia 
constituency, particularly in Berlin and 
Waterloo, havo sprung up owing bo the Na 
tionai Policy. I baliovo that a few of tho 
industries there might not be thore if ib had 
nob been for tho protection they had. J 
should not venture to support any govern 
ment, if I should bo tho choice of the elec- 
tors of North Waterloo at the jnoxb gonorul 
election ; I should nob want to go down and 
ropresent you with tho idea in your minds 
that I would endeavor to holp tho introduo 
tlon of free trado ; that is entire free trade, 
for I do nob bcllovo wo can possibly havo it, 

Thia deoided expression of opinion in favor 
of continuing protection to native industries 
drow from Mr. Laurior bosidos an omphalic 
" hoar, hoar" the following remarks which 
aro loss capable of two constructions than 
the generality of his utterancoa on the trade 
question : 

It 1b the custom of the ministerial press 
at tho present time to represent bhab tho 
Liboral party is going to Inbroduoe froo 
trade as ib is in England. Well, I have only 
this to answer : I wish to heaven the oon 
dttion of Canada to-day wore suoh bhab ib 
were possible to introduce into Canada free 
trado as thoy havo ib in England. Where is 
there to-day, I want to know, a greater na 
tion than England under her system of free 
trade? Most of you are of German origin, 
and you aro proud of ib. I honor you for lb, 
but you may all agree bhab while, perhaps, 
Germany ia superior to Eugland in philoso 
phy, as I may agree that Franco is superior 
to England in arts, in mattora of govern- 
ment, in mabters of business, in matters 
of trade, England has nover had her 
equal in the world. This is the simple 
truth. I would only be too glad, I repeat, 
if the condition of Canada were auoh that 
we oould introduao into this country freo 
trade as it ia in England. We cannob do 
thia. We must oontlnuo to levy a rovanuo 
by customs duties. This has been laid 
down by the Liboral party moro than once. 
This has been repeated, but the ministerial 
press are attempting to work upon the tool- 
ings of the manufacturers, to excite thoir 
fears and mako them believe if we woro to 
come into power wo would revolutionize the 
whole country and broak down every in- 
dustry, which may or may not have beon 
benefited by the National Polioy. We have 
nothing of the kind in view. We aro cot 



revolutionists. We aro English reformers, 
reformers of the Eoglish school, reformers 
of the school of John Bright, of Richard 
Oobd^n, and of that groat and good man 
Sir Robert Peol, who, though once a Con- 
servative and a Tory, abandoned protection 
and adopted free trade for England. Thoy 
aro our examples. Again, I say, we are not 
revolutionists, bub we aro reformers. 

It ia not hard to understand what all thia 
meana. Earnoab freo traders who believed 
that Mr. Laurier's professions of admiration 
for the freo trado system meant something 
must bo blind Indeed if they do nob see bhab 
be has no convictions on tho subjeot ab all, 
and that he is ready if ever he has the 
power to shape a trade policy for tho Do- 
minion to take the course which ho regards 
as most expedient. Ib is abundantly evi- 
dent tbab he is nob prepared to sacrifice tho 
support of Liboral protectionists in North 
Waterloo or anywhere elso for the sake of 
giving the country a free trade tariff. He, 
as is his wont, dodges in and out to steer 
clear of thia difficulty and bhab, bub ib la 
easy to see bhab tho dlrecbion of his very 
devious course ia nob towarda free trade. 



BY-ELBOTIONS. 



There are five seats vaoant in the House 
of Commons which will moat likoly bo filled 
before Parliament meets. Two of then', 
West Huron and Cardwell, aro in Ontario, 
and three, JacqueB Cartlor, Missiequoi and 
the Central Division of Montreal, are in 
Quebec. Those by-oleotions will no doubt 
create quite a stir. All who take an interest 
jn politics in every parb of the Dominion 
will watch thoir progress and awaib their 
rosults with muoh more than ordinary in- 
terest. Mr. Glrouard, now judge of the 
Supreme Court, fillod tho seat for Jacques 
Cartier. Tho Consorvativo candidate for 
tho seat is Mr. D. H. Glrouard, brother of 
tho late member. Tho scab for bho Central 
Division of Monbreal was made vacanb by 
tho elevation of the Hon. Mr. Curraa to 
the Bench. The eleation in Miaslcquoi 
beoamo necessary by the appointment 
of Mr. Biker to the offico of Solicitor-Gener- 
al. Mr. Robert White having resigned the 
seat for Cardwell, whioh he fillod so 
creditably for soveral years, there will be a 
contest in that County. Mr. McCarthy 
some time ago dared the Government to 
croate a vacancy in Cardwell. The Govern- 
ment did nob think proper to acoopt the 
challenge. Mr. MoCarthy will have now 
an opporbuniby to try his strength in Card- 
well under what many considor favorable 
circumstances. Mr. Patterson, who hue 
beon appointod Governor of Manitoba, was 
the repreaentative of tho electors of West 
Huron. 

We soo that Mr. James MoShano — " tho 
people's Jimmy " — ia to be the Liberal can- 
didate for tho Control Diviaion of Montreal, 
Mr. MoShano has political ambitions, but his 
Inability to perform political duties was 
made apparent when ho was a member of 
the notorioua Mercier Government. We 
hardly think that tho oloobora of Montreal 
Cenbre will choose Mr. McShane aa their 
repreaentative, though he will prove a for- 
midable rival to whoever may run againBb 
him. "Jimmy" haa a baking way with 
him, and can persuade more people to vote 
for him than could many a more capable 
man. Aa the general elections musb be held 
nexb year the rosulb of the by-elecbions will 
be taken by very many aa a pretty sure in- 
dication of the estimate in whioh the Gov 
ernmenb is held by tho country generally. 
Bobh parbies know this, and they will conse- 
quonbly sbrain every nerve to secure a party 
triumph in eaoh of the constituencies.

TEE GOVERNMENT'S OOURSE. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Ouiniet, Minister of Publio 
Works, a few days ago informed a repre- 
sentative of the Montreal Star that Parlia- 
ment would meet on the 2nd of January, 
ocd that if a ssttlcmeub with the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba were not arrived at in tho 
meantime the remedial legislation promised 
would be ready. With regaid to the by- 
oleotions, he said the dates had nob been 
fixed, but he give tho assuranco 
that tho different constituencies would 
be represented in the House of 
Commons when Parliament mob. After a 
little hesitatior, Mr. Ouimob also assured 
the interviewer bhab the vacancy in bhe 
Cabinet caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Angers would bo filled before the mooting of 
Parliament. 

Ib may bo seen from this that the Gov- 
ernment intend to purauo the even tenor of 
their way, and aro not to bo turned aside 
by the dismal predictions of the croakers or 
by tho fear of unfavorable results. They 
have a duty to perform and a promise to re- 
deem, and they will do that duty fearlessly 
and keep tbab promise faithfully, let the re- 
sults bo what they may. Ib was confidently 
prodicted by somo opponents of tho Govern- 
ment that they wou'd find somo excuse for 
breaking th'ir promise aB regards tho Mani- 
toba sohool quostion, but they must bo now 
convinced that in this, as well as In many of 
their other forooaats, thoy hove been widely 
astray.

A MINISTERIAL .UTTERANCE. 

As many of our readers would like to hear 
what a French Canadian Cabinob Mlnisber 
has to say on bhe school question, we repro- 
duce below parb of bhe epeeoh delivered by 
bhe Hon. Mr. Ouimet ab a dinner given bo 
him in Monbreal by bhe Club Cartier. 
After aome remarka, mainly historical— 

Mr. Ouimeb said that bhe paob bebwoon 
tho provinces had been solemnly entered 
Into, and to-day tho constitution sanctioned 
by the Imperial Parliament was tho pal- 
ladium of their liberties. If thoy aband- 
oned one job of it, heaven only knew whon 
all mighb be lost. Tho grave question whioh 
now agibated tho country was essentially a 
constitutional question. Ib was nob a 
Cathollo question or a Protostanb queBtion, 
bub a constitutional ono. The question was 
not, as aome protended, whobhor the now 
school system was an improvement or not, 
but whether tho privileges granted to tho 
minority by the constitution had beon dis- 
turbed. Dr. Grant was wrong when 
ho claimed that thoy should consider 
whether tho new system was not an 
improvement. Thoy had no right to re- 
strain tho liberties granted to the Manitoba 
minority, because they had been grantad by 
tho Imperial parliament alone. When Mr. 
Liurier and his lieutenant, Mr. Tarbo, wont 
through Ontario and said that bhoro musb 
nob bo any coercion, bub that they must ap- 
peal to tho generosity of Mr. Grecnwuy, 
thoy betrayed bhe righta of the Manitoba 
minority, whioh had beon granted by tho 
supromo authority, tho Imperial Parliament 
Mr Ouimob maintained that the Govern- 
ment, in passing tho remedial order of 
March 21sb, had acted as a tribunal, and in 
deciding bhab tho rights of the minority 
should be rcotored they bad couohed 
their Judgment in tho form erf an order, 
Io would bo on unprecedented thing 
for a judgment to bo couohed ia 
tho form of a roqueet. Perhaps Mr. 
Laurier would have delivered ib in tho 
form of a prayer, olothod In his beautiful 
language, bub suoh a oourse would havo been 
neither proper nor manly. Mr. Ouimot 
said thab tho poaco and harmony of bhe 
oounbry depended upon maintaining the con- 
stitution to the laab lobter. Thoy ahould 
demand whab thoy woro sntlblod to by tbo 
constitution and no moro. Perhaps if there 
waa loss balk of religion in connootion with 
this question there would be an oarlier 
settlement. (Applause.) Ho deprecated 
fanaticism in all its forma, and oxproasod 
tho hope thab ib would soon disappear, de- 
spite tho encouragement that was being 
glvon to ib by tho ohief of tho Liboral party. 
The legislation requiilte to aasuro juatlco 
was extremely difficult*, bub ho hoped bhab 
whon bho House waa oallod together in 
January nexb the necossary mechaalsm 
would bo dovlsod, and bhab ib would be ap- 
proved nob only by all Catholics, bub by all 
Protoabanta who had bhe walfaro of tho 
country at hoatb and who deaired thab

MADE. 




Tho Material!) Cnnslnt of Hits of China nr.il 
Clogs, Putty, Gold Paint and the Article 
to He Deeoruti-d— Tools Used Aro Ham- 
mer and Palette Knife. 

Tho fancy for sticking brokon bits of 
china on drain pipes, floworpots nnd 
•vases is ;i popular fact of late with our 
English cousins, and indeod it is not un- 
known hero. Tho materials are both 
cheap and easily obtainablo — only somn 
putty — quantities of it — and any amount 
of brokon scraps 
of china, colored 
and white, to ar- 
raufto in a kaleid- 
oscopic vision of 
rainbow hues on 
tho surface of tho 
drain pipo or oth- 
er article to bo 
decorated. An ox- 
aruplo seen and 
made by one in 
tho business who 
has boon taught, 
by the experience 
of some months' 
column of ckazy china. work was a pil- 
larliko stand having for its foundation 
round tilo and christened by tho artist a 
column of craay china. Tho material:; 
consist, of broken bits of crockery and 
china, much putty, gold paint, and, if 
not a drain pipe, anything else you like 
to ornament. Resides tlieso you wi 11 need 
a mallet or a small hammer (o break 
tho already broken pieces, if they provo 
too big. and a proper putty, or even a 
palette knife, to spread tho putty and 
prepare it for the mosaic of china. It is 
fortunate, for this purpose, that our 
servants aro generally groat destroyers 
of tho material chiefly needed, and any 
household can furnish tiuly too much 
from its own breakages. 

Another phase of tho crazy scrap ma- 
nia includes materials various and pecul- 
iar and varying from broken bottles to 
old keys and from half a walnut shell 
to old thimbles, buckles, etc. A novelty 
jug seen illustrates this phaso of crazy 
work and Exhibited in its decoration 
round top pins, bit of brass chain, half 
thimbles, half a sleeve link, bucklo 
(dress), half a small pair of scissors, old 
knife blade, small glovo hook, pen, 
beads, screws, bit of corkscrow, hair-

pins, penny jewelry, buttons of all 
kinds, black hooks and eyes, bits of tin 
to join same to mako a design, bits of 
scissors, watch key. Tho material of tho 
jug is earthenware, and if tho top of it 
be small an addition is mado by means 
of either very still millboard or tin. 

Tho articles are imbedded in putty 
and then the wholo is gilded over. The 
effect is decidedly odd, and unless care- 
fully examined no one would imagino 
■what it is mado of or tho manner in 
which made. 

The articles doscribed will suggest 
pleasing possibilities to tho readers of 
inventive minds and artistic tastes. 
With a dish or vase of symmetrical 
form and tiny bits of delicatoly colored 
glass and china decidedly attractive or- 
naments maybe produced at a compara- 
tively small cost. 



Advautajps of tho Factory Girl In the 
Country Over Her Slater In tho City. 

You may see in any ouo of perhaps a 
hundred .-hops in this city colorless, sad 
eyod, dingily clad women bendk'g over 
sowing machines amid squalid sur- 
roundings, with no outlook save through 
a window opening upon a sordid street. 
You may see in at least a score of coun- 
try villages 50 miles from any great 
uity a crowd of neatly clad, happy look- 
ing girls and women busied with like 
tasks, but amid clean and pleasant sur- 
roundings, with glimpses of a smiling 
landscape through every window. 

Tho New York women, released from 
their toil, hasten homo to gloomy tene- 
ment lodgings and uuwholesomo faro. 
The village girls troop from tho factory 
to modest but clean and pleasant homes, 
where food is fresh and abundant. The 
New York sewing machine woman is 
an insignificant; unit in a great com- 
munity. Sho fcols daily tho pressure of 
her follows that aro ready to take her 
place and hor earnings. Sho hoars from 
embittered men and womou talk of tho 
rights of labor and the greed of wealth. 
Slip knows that her earnings would not 
keep somo of hor rich sisters incut flow- 
ers. Whenever sho stirs out of her own 
dingy quarter, it is to soe at ovory step 
evidenco of tho luxury in which somo 
live and of tho contrast botweon hor 
lot and theirs. 

Tho village factory girl has hardly 
heard that there is a l.ibor problem. Her 
jJliOO or $1350 a year, earned at tho sowing 
machine, clothes her well, procures for 
her small luxuries and helps to keop tho 
family above want. Sho makes little 
pleasure trips hither and yon when work 
is slack and looks forward with confi- 
dence to marriage and a homo of hor 
own, clean, sweet and comfortable. Sho 
nevor sees among her fellow townsfolk 
one who has any essential comfort that 
sho lacks, and nino womou out of ton 
in tho village have less to spend on 
dress than sho has. Sho never sees a 
hungry or ragged person, unless it bo 
an occasional tramp, and she hardly 
grasps tho meaning of what sho now 
and then hears about tho lives of tho 
poor in great, cities. 

Tho New Y'ork slave to tho sowing 
machine lives half an hour from tho 
heart of tho western world and may, if 
sho will, on any night soo Broadway 
and its throngs by electric light. Tho 
villago factory girl believes that sho 
would bo happy to. give up all her com- 
forts for the other's privilege of sooiug 
at will tho splendors of the great city. 
Tho New York sewing woman would 
not, if sho could, change places with 
tho villago factory girl. — Now Y'ork 



Repairing Furniture 

In repairing broken furniture tho mis- 
take usually mado is using too much 
glue. Now, contrary to the popular opin- 
ion, the less gluo used tho stronger will 
bo the joint. Heat tho parts to be joined, 
after seeing that tho joint is perfect, 
apply tho gluo sparingly, but so as to 
evenly cover every part, bring tho pieces 
together and rub one past tho other a 
fow times. When thoy thoroughly ad- 
hero, leave in that condition, and when 
possible bind together by strong twino 
or a handscrew until tho gluo lias en- 
tirely set. When thero is too much glue 
on a joint, it can never bo strong. 

Potato Soup. 

Simple potato soup is mado by mash- 
ing potatoes in tho water they were 
boiled in, about live potatoes to a 
quart; add sweet milk and butter as 
thoy can bo afforded, and season, serving 
with crackers as oyster soup. This can 
bo made in a hurry if desired, removing 
enough potatoes to mash for tho second 
courso, if a soup course for dinner fails 
at tho last moment. Variations may bo 
devised by adding left over vegetables 
and when hot mashing through a colan- 
dor. 

Thine* Worth Remembering. 

Broiled tomatoes sprinkled svitfa a lit- 
tlo cheese whilo cooking aro relished by 
m any. 

Making jelly is greatly simplified by 
boiling tho juice, 20 minutes, adding, 
cupful for cupful, sugar boated in the 
oven and cooking eight minutes longer. 

Sanitary paper is now used for covor- 
ing bathrooms and kitchen. It is non- 
absorbent and can bo washed. 

To take out iron rust, cover tho spot 
■with fine salt and saturate with lomon 
jnico and lay on tho grass. Ropoat if 
necessary. 

Tablo linen should, whon tho time 
■ can bo afforded, bo hemmed by hand. 
Tablo linen should be ironod on the 
right side.

:iu widths to suit all sizes of pillows.

THE SPOON AND THE CUP. 



Concerning Their Use For Measuring Pur- 
poses — Tables For Easy Reference. 

In many of tho cooking schools the 
following rules determino accurately 
the spoonful, a nioasuro which formerly 
widely varied to suit tho caprice of tho 
novice or tho ease of the happy go lucky 
housekeeper : Tho bowl of a spoon be- 
ing concavo necessitates a corresponding 
roundiug above tho surfaco to ruako it 
really a spoonful. To measure accu- 
rately, therefore, a teaspoonful of dry 
material, tako up a heaping spoonful of 
sifted material and shako it lightly until 
it. is rounded above tho surfaco enough 
to correspond exactly with the ooncayo 
surface. An even or scant teaspoonful 
moans a spoon filled lightly and lovoled 
with a knife to tho surface of tho spoon, 
while a heaping spoonful moans all the 
spoon will hold of any sifted material. 
In using colids, especially butter or lard, 
a knifo should bo employed to deftly 
even off tho superfluous amount. 

An "ovou" cupful of anything means 
a cup full to tho brim, so full that only 
tho steadiest baud can carry it without 
spilling. A "brimming" cupful, as its 
name indicates, is a cup running over. 

A scant cupful lacks a quarter or half 
inch of reaching tho top of the nioasuro, 
while a solid cupful is something packed 
as firmly as is possible. 

A tablespoonful of molted butter 
moans a tablespoonful of butter after 
molting, while a tablespoonful of butter 
melted means a tablespoonful measured 
boforo melting. 

Sugar, salt, flour, soda, spices and 
mustard especially should always be 
sifted or stirred up lightly boforo meas- 
uring, as when packed thoy aro com- 
pressed to much less than thoir rightful 
bulk for measuring. 

Tho following measures of capacity 
may bo found useful to hang in the. 
kitchen for easy reference, says a writer 
in Good Housekeeping : 

Four even tenspoonfuls liquid equal ono 
oven tablespoonful. 

Threo even teaapoonfuls dry material equal 
onn oven tablespoonful. 

Sixteen tablespoonfuls liquid equal ono cup- 
ful. 

Twelve tnblospoonfuls dry material equal 
onn cupful. 

Two cupful* equal ono pint. 

Four oupfuls equal ono quart. 

Four oupfula Hour equal ono qunrt or one 
pound. 

Two cupfuls solid butter equal ono pound. 
Two cupfuls granulated sugar equal one 
pound. 

Two and a half cupfuls powdered sugar 
equal ono pound. 

Ono pint milk or water equals one pound. 

Ono dozen e^gs should weigh lj.j pounds. 
Tho following tablo of proportions is 
also valuable : 

Ono teaspoonful soda to one oupful molasses. 

Ono teaspoonful soda to ono pint sour milk. 

Threo teaspoonfuls baking powder to una 
quart flour. 

One half cupful of yeast or one-quarter cake 
compressed yeast to ono pint liquid. 

Ono teaspoonful extract to ono loaf plain 
cake. 

Ono teaspoonful salt to two quarts flour. 

Ono teaspoonful salt to one' quart soup. 

Ono scant oupful of liquid to three full cup- 
fuls of (lour for bread. 

Ono scant cupful of liquid to two full cup- 
fuls of Hour for muffins. 

One scant oupful of liquid to ono full cupful 
of Hour for batters. 

One quart of water to each pound of meat 
ami bono for soup stock. 

Four peppercorns, four cloves, one teaspoon- 
ful mixed herbs for each quart of water for 
soup stuck. 

New Idea In Curtains. 

Smocked curtains have not only prov- 
ed decorative, but thoy keep out the 
morning light which insists, notwith- 
standing blinds, on streaming in at tho 
top of tho windows. These curtains may 
bo mado of soft washing silk, yollow or 
rose hued or in printed india muslin. 
Tho width of tho curtain should bo at

least several times that of tho window. 
Six or eight rows of coarse smocking ex- 
tending to about 20 inches will make 
tho curtain not only quite opaque, but 
also cause it to fall in most graceful 
folds. Fringed balls or tassols of con- 
trasting colors could accentuate prettily 
each fold caught by tho smocking. 

Chicken Salad. 

Mince tho chicken meat, but not so 
fmo as to mako it pasty. Then chop the 
white part of sufficient celery, and make 
ik dressing as follows : Rub smooth tho 
yolks of 2 hard boiled oggs; to each 
yolk you put a teaspoonful of mixed 
mustard, half as much salt, 2 raw 
eggs, a wineglassful of strong vinegar 
and a tablespoonful of olivo oil. Put tho 
celery in a salad bowl, lay on it tho 
minced chicken, and over that pour the 
dressing. Lettuce cut fmo may bo used 
in placo of tho colory. Tho whites of tho 
hard boiled eggs should bo cut in rings 
and used as it garnish. 



Tho Fad For Thoroughbred Cats. 

Tho iatost fad is tho breeding of so 
called thoroughbred cats. It appears 
that fashionable society has taken tho 
oat as a new pot. Largo sums aro paid 
for specimons with long white hair and 
pink eyes I If somo foolish woman pre- 
fers such a monstrosity to a baby, it is 
no business of ours. Tho rich havo de- 
manded broilers, hothouse flowers and 
vegetables and dozens of other delica- 
cies, nnd farmers havo found profit in 
supplying the demand. If they want 
White cats, by all means let's breed such 
creatures for them, says Tho Rural New 
Yorkor. 

Cleaning Glassware. 

A tablespoonful of ammonia to a quart 
of water is tho best medium for cleaning 
windows, lamp chimneys or any kind of 
glassware.

Thero Is in tho rear of an estate in Bos- 
ton a few trees where eight beautiful gray 
squirrels abide. Our informant docs not 
daro to glvo tho number and streot, lest 
somo big boys should bo tompted; to stona 
or shoot the dear creatures, who now af- 
ford grcnt amusement for qui to- a number 
of persons on and adjoining tho estate. 
At certain times in tho day, when the 
weather is pleasant, tho squirrols nro out 
in full forco and Indulge in all manner of 
sports, all by thorn solves. Tho llttlo crea- 
tures nro afraid of the boys and soon: to 
know when t-ohool is out. Somotlmcs thoy 
form a procession and follow thoir leader 
all around and over tho trees, at times 
venturing out to thovory ond of tho small 
branches and then jumping to another 
troo. A few days ago, while thoy wore on 
a grand frolic, ono of tho eight was run- 
ning along tho fence whon a largo cat, 
not far away, cautiously appruached him 
in truo cat fashion and evidently intend- 
ed to mako a meal of tho llttlo follow.

THEIR STATEMENT OF CLAIM. 

Itcslileuts Alons tho Colquitz Formulate 
Their Grleviuices fov Presentation to 
the City Council. 

For the third time in a few woeka the land 
ownora along Colquitz river asaemblod laBt 
evening at a public mooting to diaouBa water 
rights — or rather to consider a petition 
which had been prepared by the aommltteo 
appointed at a provioua meeting. In con- 
Bequonco of this petition being unanimously 
approved the meeting waa a very short onu 
Tho document has first to bo Bignod by all 
tho land owners along the atroam, after 
which it is to bo forwarded to who city coun- 
cil. It reads as follows : 
" To the Mayor and Council, Victoria 

City,— 
"Gentlemen : 

" Wo, tho undoraignod, landowners along 
tho Colquitz river, havo again had under 
consideration the several matters mentioned 
below, namely : 

"(a) The obatruoting of tho natural IIjw 
of water down tho Colquitz by the Victoria 
oity water workB dam and reBervoir at 
Boaver lake. 

"(b) The special faot that no arrange- 
ment has ever been made by the oity of 
Victoria with tho said landowners Id regard 
to euoh obstruction. 

"(c) That euoh water as dona flow in the 
river ia entirely unfitted for ubo, and wo re- 
spectfully state that lattorly the water is 
from day to day seriously polluted and pro- 
ductive of great injury to both man and 
beast, and we are aware that che city ooun- 
oil takes upon itself a grave responsibility 
when it wilfully arranges for, and permits, 
suoh pollution of the water. 

" Referring to the matter of this pollution 
of tho atroam, wo are advised by counsel to 
bake legal stops to'prevont the same by way 
of placing an injunction on tho work now 
going on at tho waterworks dam. Such a 
step Beems, however, to the land ownora in- 
advisable unleea it may eo happen that the 
oity council still porsiBtontly refuse to con- 
sider sorioualy this olaim. 

"Furthermore, the foregoing state of 
affairs seems to bo moat undesirable for all 
concerned, while in our opinion a remedy 
might ba found, if the city couaoil would 
agree to lay, at the oxpenso of the City of 
Victoria, a water pipo either along the bod 
of the Colquitz or otherwise to convey water 
ba and for the undersigned land owners, sub 
jecb to suoh arrangements for tapping the 
sumo as might be mutually agreed upon. 

" This pipe might also servo aa a source 
of revenue to the oity aa many other settlers 
would gladly avi il t icmsolvca of the privi- 
leges euoh pipea would afford. 

" The landowners request that considera- 
tion of the foregoing may bo had forthwith 
by the Mayor and council of Victoria and a 
special committee of tho council bo appoint- 
ed to confer at an early date with a commit- 
tee of the landowneta upon tho several mat- 
ters at issue, We solicit a reply at your 
earliest convr>> icnce." 

Before the mooting adjourned Chairman 
Chandler JU instruoted to reply to the oity 
Water ( '...umissloner'a letter concerning the 
grievance before the meetirg, denying that 
the trouble wns ever settled Dy arbitratirn. 
The alleged settlement was, it waa explain- 
ed, simply the outcomo of a suit for dam- 
ages. 

THE GREAT DEVELOPER. 

Satisfactory Completion of Another Hallway 
to Promote Kootenai's Progress. 

The Kaslo SIooan railway, which has just 
been completed, promisea to be ono of the 
moat important factora in tho development 
of tho wide-famed Slooan aection of WeBt 
Kootenay. When the charter for this roid 
was obtained from tho provincial legislature 
considerable difficulty waB experienced in 
securing tho necessary money with whiah to 
commenoe construction, owing to tho com- 
mercial panio of 1S93 4, bub the holdora of 
tho charter had unlimited faith in the virtue 
of their enterprise, and this month at a ooat 
of over §500,000 thoy havo completed their 
railway. 

The building of the road has been 
peculiarly satisfactory to all connectod with 
it, the rook-work beiDg suoh that, although 
good contracts were let, thoBe who had the 
work in hand made tidy profits. Thero was 
no swindling of tho laborers by moans of 
scalping Hmo checks. When tho checks 
were issued tho money to redoem them waa 
In tho company's office at KibIo, and oonse- 
quontly the now read will enter upon its 
buainesa possessed of 1 ho good-will of all. 

The Kaalo-Slocan ia a narrow gauge— thre^ 
foet— and runa from KaBlo, up tho Kaalo 
oreek valley, to Bdar Lake, a diatanoo of 
about 1!) miloa. Tho Kootonay L»ko iovel is 
eomo 1,730 foot, and atBear Lake, the highost 
point on the road, tho oltitude is 3.5-15, tho 
grade from Kaalo to this point being almost 
uniformly .'! per cent From Boar L>ke to 
Sandon tho road in absolutely levoi, turn 
iDg the hill ab Three Forks 2(50 foot abovo 
tho town, and rising 4'J0 foot to Cody Creek 
fie terminus of the road, a diatanco of 33 
miles. The road is the boat piooe of railway 
work in tho district. Tho rails used aro 45 
pounds to the yard, and tho maximum curva 
turo [a 20 degrees. Tho oars are all 
fi ted with the most approved air brakes. 
L'he roiid will sorvo tho greater number of 
mines in tho Sloc»n. 

A wagon road is being constructor! from 
McGuigan crossing, on thoK.&S .upiotothe 
Washington, Ruby, Silver, Bant and Dardan- 
elles basins, over which tho oro from all the 



properties therein can be cheaply flighted 
to the railway. The Siodnu bpur rur.s 
right to the base of tho Slooau Star w»gon 
road, and the lino to Co(*y Creek skirto 
along the foot cf the Noble Five mountain, 
serving all the principal mine" upon the 
eaatern side of 'ho hill. Tho dflerencs be- 
tween the rates for freighting ovor tho rail- 
way and th? ratc-e formerly existing will in 
i'Belf constitute a handeomo margin on the 
working of the mineo. Before the road was 
turned ever bo tho company»by the contrac- 
tors, se' oral carloads of oro were hauled 
iroui poiuts along the line to Kaalo, and 
there ia sufficient awuitiug shipment at 
present to keep tho road busy for many 
months.
